Her Great Embezzliemcnat Case. 


Editors Constitution: Having been call- 
ed to South Carolina on business of an 
urgent nature, it was my privilege to be 
in this city atthe time of the famous 
Parker trial. Parker was arraigned on a 
civil prosecution for embezzling $450,- 
000 of coupons, abstracted by him from 
unnegotiated bonds in the treasury. The 
most material wituess for the prosecu- 
tion was one Ladd, who deposed that he 
had seen Parker deliver all the coupons 
in questions save $75,000 worth (which 
he kept for himself) to Scott, Neagle, 
Chamberlain and Cardozo. Ladd’s evi- 
dence was the hinge upon which 
the case was turned, and the jury 
consequently found for the __ state, 
as against Parker in the sum of $75,000, 
with a recommendation that the attorney- 
general proceed to arraign Chamberlain 
and Neagle, and otbers to the end that 
they be made todisgorge. The democra 
cy who had hoped to make something out 
of Chamberlain, have become disgusted, 
and see that the sow cannot be prevented 
from *“‘wallowing.” Affidavits have been 
made against Chamberlain, and imme- 
diately upon his return the governor will 
be arrested, unless he claims immunity 
from arrest on the ;‘‘Mosaic” ground 
that the king can do no wrong. Cham- 
berlain was last heard ot in the moun- 
tains of North Carolina, where he was 
passing himself off as a divine, and Scott 
has fled to Ohio. So mote it be.

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THE MEASLES IN FIJI. 


Hiow the Disease was Biought to the 
Isiands—A King Spreads an Epi- 
demic—The sufferings of the 
People. 


_ The ravages of the measles among the 
creer i Fiji have already been an- 
nounced by A ent 
of the London Times, in > nerd 
Levuka, dated April 20, says that the 
disease was brought to the ds by the 
King (Cakobau) and his suit, on their re- 
turn from a visit to New South Wales 
and Sidney, last January. The corres- 
pondent of the Times says: 

The result of that visit forms an awful 
era io the history of Fiji. In the native 
mind it has dimmed tke lustre which 
surrounded annexation, and it has filled 
the chiefs and people with consternation 
and dismay. It will be remembered that 
Cakobau, his two youngest sors, and 
sult, were conveyed to Sidney by her 
majesty’s ship Dido, which, at the re- 
quest of Sir Hercules Robinson, had 
been fitted up expressly for him. The 
same ship brought him back to Fiji. 
While in Sidney a measles epidemic was 
raging, and it attacked in a mild furm 
every member of the Fijian royal party. 
The king reached here on the 15th of 
January, and to all appearance, although 
weak, was quite convalescent. On the 
ship casting anchor she was boarced by 
Mr. Layard, the present administrator of 
the government, who was accompanied 
by Mr. Thurston, the colonial secretary; 
and both these gentlemen greeted Cako- 
bau, and sons and friends, with their ac- 
customed cordiality. It would appear 
that mention had been made by Mr, 
Goodman, the surgeon of the Dido, to 
Captain Chapman (in command) of the 
recent indisposition of the Fijian chiefs; 
but no official 1eport was made to the 
Fijian government as to their having suf- 
fered from a contagious disease. The 
shore boats approaching her majesty’s 
ship were permitted to come alongside; 
persons from the shore were freely ad- 
mitted on board, and without let or re- 
monstrance all her Fijian passengers at 
once landed in Levuka. 

Cakobau proceeded <o his own house 
at Drieba(a small native town on this 
island, and about two miles from here,) 
where he was met by Rattu Savenaca, 
(his brother, and certainly the most in- 
telligent, able, if not princely, chief we 
had), Rattu Abel, (his eldest son,) Lydia 
(his wife) and numbers of the people. 
Great were the rejoicings at his return. 
Contributions of pigs, fowls, turkeys, 
ducks, fish, every kind of vegetable and 
fruit with which the islands abounds, 
were in prodigious quantities presented 
at the royal house, and the characteristic 
Meki-Mek (feast and dancing and sing- 
ing) was thoroughly enjoyed. A day or 
two afterward Cakobau left for the royal 
residence at Bau, and all went merry 
‘‘as a marriage bell.” 

Suddenly, however, within a week 
afterwards, the air resounds with wails 
and lamentations. All at once, and in 
every direction, the people are stricken 
down with a fell disease, which up to this 
time they had never been in the slightest 
degree acquainted with. 

The natives became s»mehow imbued 
with the terrible idea that now the Papa 
lagi (English people) had become pos- 
sessed of their land; they desired to get 
rid of them. In many instances it was 
impossible to dispel the idea that the 
king had been taken to Sydney for the 
purpose of communicating to him a fatal 
poison, with which utterly to destroy all 
his people. Sick men and women would 
look you fairly in the face, as thougn 
convioced of their inexorable fate. and 
suy, ‘‘I am going to die,” and at once 
settle down to inevitable death. To tell 
a Fijimun he looked sick, was as certain 
destruction to him, in many instances, 
as a bullet through his heart would be. 
There are reported some examples re- 
markable for the superstitious dread and 
confident belief in destiny these curious 
people exhibit. One instance I will give, 
which occurred under my own observa- 
tion. Six healthy Fijians visited a plan- 
tation on Oiti-Levu, and accosted a 
Tonga man (Friendly Islander) at work 
there, and in reply were told that all the 
Fijians at that plantation were sa mate 
(sick and going to die), and that they (the 
six) looked sick. A glance of horror in 
return greeted this remark; they retired 
to a bure (native house) in the neighbor- 
hood. Two died on the following day, 
two the day after, and on the evening of 
the third day not one of the six was 
alive. But beyond this fatal panic which 
immediately seizes the disease-stricken 
Fijiman, it was impossible to treat him, 
from his dogged resistance to medical 
treatment. 

Among those who have fallen, sad to 
relate, are the principal chiefs, a majori- 
ty of those who signed the deed of ces- 
sion to England. If you refer to that 
instrument you will find the first among 
the names of the high chiefs signing it, 
after those of the king's family, to be 
that of ‘‘Savenaca;” and no words of 
mine could describe the noble presence 
and courtly bearing of this magnificent 
old Fijian. The brother of the king, 
nearest him in his councils, the true 
friend of the whites, the most clear 
headed, in my opinion, having a much 
higher intellect than Cakobau, he died 
universally regretted. His last moments 
were remarkable for the equanimity 
with which he met his death. He had 
been removed to the private residence of 
Mr. Thurston, who zealously attended 
him, and he died without a murmur or & 
sigh. His remains were carried to the 
grave by white men, and the natives 
have constructed over him a pyramid: 
shaped monument of gigantic pro jf: 


A NAMELESS DEED. 


An Infant Murdered by its Father— 
A Drunken Wretch Baliked of 
His Usual Victim Flings 
His Chald trom a 
Wiadow.

On Front street, below South, on the 
western side of the street, is, two doors 
from the corner, a big, old fashioned 
three-story brick, in which, as in al! the 
neighborhood a half century ago, resided 
people of the sort who now would be 
shocked to live other than in West Wal 
nut or Spruce street or localities similarly 
sacred to ‘‘our best families.”” Now, this 
house and all around it are of the miser- 
able character of “‘tenement houses,” 
rented out in rooms to families not al- 
ways degraded, if poor, but still, as a 
rule, the theatres for drunkenness and 
riot. A man of thirty years of age, 
whose real name is Patrick Broderick, 
although better known, because of a 
step father, by the name of Harrington, 
has lived in the third story of No. 504 
South Front street, (the house spoken of) 
with his wife, a boy two years of age 
and a little girl babe of the age on Friday 
night last of six months. Touching the 
hour of midnight between Friday aud 
Saturday, Broderick came home in a 
mad and dangerous state of intoxication. 
After climbing the stairs to his room he 
began to abuse bis wife with utterances 
shameful to repeat, and his manner was 
so violent that the frightened woman, 
seizing her boy, fled from the room to 
the yard attached to the house. Here 
she walked up and down with her child, 
in hope that the wickedness of the man 
might abate, and that she could in safety 
return to her miserable apology for a 
home. Because his wife had \hus escaped 
his maledictions, Broderick, crazy with 
drink, bellowed like a bull, and the 
whole house wakened with his ragings; 
the women, going to the yard to the 
frightened wife, endeavored to console 
her, while the men, such as they were, 
let the brute cowardly alone. 

When Mrs. Broderick fled from her 
room she took with her only her boy, 
leaving on her bed fast asleep her inno. 
cent and helpless babe. Broderick had 
beaten the boy of only two years savage- 
ly before when full of drnk, and tor 
him she bad only fear, and with him she 
had fied. That he would ever wrong her 
little babe, the poor, frightened woman 
never imagined. But after enduring 
frightful curses from the window from 
her husband, she and the women with 
ber saw him suddenly appear at the 
window with what looked like a little 
bundle of clothes, which he hurled with 
a savage Oath out upon the hard pave- 
ment below. 

Curiosity led one of the women to see 
what it was that fell so heavily, and then 
it was found that it was the little babe, 
with its skull crushed, and little soft

limbs twisted and mangled by the terri- 
ble fall. In two hoursthe child died. 
When the fearful deed was known to 
the mother, she burdened the dark air of 
midnight with agonizing cries of murder, 
and then the frightened villain slipped 
down stairs and out of the front door, 
the cowards of the house not caring or 
daring to arrest him. There was a fear- 
ful excitement afterwards,and if the man 
had been caught at once, the women of 
the neighborhood, all aroused by the 
screams of the agonized mother, woud 
have, ‘without doubt, torn him to pieces. 
Early on Saturday morning Broderick 
was arrested, just after a sleep on South 
street wharf, as he was taken a drink in 
a tavern in the neighborhood, and taken 
to the Second district station house and 
locked up, from whence he was after- 
ward taken to the coroner’s office, where 
the inquest on his child was held. Mrs. 
Broderick testified to the facts narrated 
above, and a young girl testified that she 
was standing in the yard when the babe 
was thrown out. The pol:ceman who 
arrested the prisoner at South street 
wharf testified tnat he then said that he 
intended to give himself up after taking 
a drink. The witnesses all heard Brod- 
erick ask, with horrible nonchalance, 
permission to make astatement. After 
some hesitation the coroner told him 
that he might do so, when the murderer 
said: ‘‘I cume in to get something to eat 
and there was nothing there, and | 
smacked her in the mouth and tore her 
wrapper off.—” Here the coroner inter- 
rupted him and would permit him to say 
no more. The jury rendered a verdict 
‘“‘that Lizzie broderick came to death 
from violence—a fracture of the skull— 
received at the hands of her father, in 
being thrown from a third-story window.’ 
Broderick was then committed for trial, 
and waiting an opportunity to have his 
photograph taken to-day, was, in the 
meanwhile, put ina cell at the Central, 
where his first inquiry yesterday morn 
ing was for a Sunday newspaper so that 
he might see how well he looked in print. 
A very pour and heart-broken woman is 
the wife of this monster, and she wept 
bitterly at the coroner’s inquest, as she 
was compelled to testify against husband. 
Broderick is a longshoreman, an habitual 
drunkard, and has been frequently ar- 
rested for brutal assaults and batteries. 
His appearance is that of aman or fiend 
capable of committing just such crimes 
as that with which he is charged. A 
more brutal-looking brute nevér wen!
